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Whilst the VPL has seen many a coach 
come and go, one man that is a testimony 
of consistency and success is none other 
than Oakleigh Cannons coach, Stuart 
Munro. GW caught up with the former 
Glasgow Rangers star to find out how 
things were going down at Jack Edwards 
Reserve. 


Approaching the halfway stage 
of the season your team is on 
top of the standings and leading the 
charge once again. Are you _ satis- 
fied with this year’s campaign so far? 
I’m pretty satisfied with where we’re 
at, although I still feel there’s room 
for improvement. We have changed a few 
things around which we didn’t do last year. 


What are the lessons learnt from last 
year, after being the best team by a 
mile, winning the Minor Premiership 
with three games to spare, but bow- 
ing out in the finals in straight sets? 
The thing you learn is that you want to try 
and avoid any injuries going into the finals. 
That’s pretty much the bottom line. You want 
to go to the finals with your strongest play- 
ers, at least then you might stand a chance. 


After a couple defeats recently, 
was there any cause for concern? 
No cause at all. We were looking to change 
the formation around a little bit and we did 
that. Over the last couple games since we’ve 
managed to get ourselves back on track again. 


There was a rumour flying around for a 
couple of days that those two defeats may

have cost you your position at Jack Ed- 
ward’s, what were your thoughts on that? 
They’rejustrumours. I never take any of those 
rumours seriously. It’s one aspect of the game 
that you can’t control and I don’t worry about 
it. I’m only in control of what I can do and I 
can’t control what other people say or think. 


You mentioned that the team was 
adopting a new style of play, what 
was the reasoning’ behind _ that? 
I just felt with the players we had suited a 
slightly different change in formation and I 
was trying to accommodate one or two stron- 
gerplayersthatwere coming back from injury. 


Has it proved to be a smooth transition? 
After last week I think it’s coming along. 
I’d say our first game was a little bit 
scratchy, but last week it was a lot smooth- 
er. Overall, I’m fairly happy with it, yes. 


Any ambitions to coach at a_high- 
er level, say the A-league one day? 
I think players and coaches are always am- 
bitious to strive for the higher level, but 
opportunities in Australia are very limited 
and there comes a time when you can be- 
come quite satisfied and happy with what 
you’ve got. I’ve been a national league 
coach for quite a number of years, but the 
jobs are getting less and less and there 
seems to be more overseas guys involved. 
I suppose, you should never say never. 


Would you take on an assistant role? 
At this stage I would have to say, prob- 
ably not. I wouldn’t feel there would be 
any real benefit to go somewhere to be an 


assistant unless I was presented with the 
opportunity to work with someone who 
has a high profile and of a strong pedi- 
gree when it comes to senior coaching. 


How strong do you rate the VPL? 
I think it’s very strong. For a state compe- 
tition, it does well. It will obviously never 
be up to A-league standard because the A- 
league is a full-time professional league, 
but if you compare it to other states I think 
it’s as good as any other around the coun- 
try, if not better than most in Australia. 


Equipped with a squad that is practi- 
cally an NSL side, hypothetically speak- 
ing, how do you think a team like the 
Cannons would fair in the A-league? 
I guess if we were on the same footing as 
the A-League clubs and were playing in 
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Serbia v Finland

Collectively a team has to 
defend as a unit, and players must track back 
with an opponent, otherwise as Liverpool 
learnt the other night, the defensive lines 
become exposed and the consequences can 
be fatal. 


Overall, it was another enjoyable tournament 
and as the European season draws to a close 
I’m already itching for the next season to 
begin. 

COACHING CHANGES 

It’s hard not to be concerned by the 
number of coaching changes that occurred in 
the VPL last week. I really hope we don’t see 
a repeat of last year, when something like 10 
out of 14 clubs parted ways with their coach 
at some stage during the course of the season. 
Are we ever going to learn? In my opinion, 
the VPL has become notorious over the last 
few seasons when it comes to the hiring and 
firing of coaching personnel and clubs really 
need to examine their philosophy on this 
matter. 

More often than not, it’s a short term 
solution and clubs should closely consider 
if it’s all really all worth it. It’s about time 
we strive for stability in these situations, 
because at the end of the day, no one really 
wins. I believe the time has come where we 
should stop throwing silly money around 
and start concentrating on developing our 
youth and utilising the competitions like the 
Foxtel Cup, to groom emerging talent for the 
future. 

Let’s face it, the prize money on 
offer isn’t really that much to write home 
about and clubs are stretching themselves 
beyond their means to remain competitive. 
Clubs need to adopt a long term approach 
and improve their facilities whilst broadening 
their appeal to their local communities and 
beyond.

Liverpool was unable to repeat 
their miracle in Istanbul and was 
left with misery in Athens. AC 
Milan finally took revenge for their 
defeat two years ago by winning 
the Champions League Final 2-1. 


The English side could not be faulted 
for passion and commitment and were 
probably the best team on the night. 
But two goals down and scoring a 
consolation goal late, meant it was 
impossible to make the come back they 
needed in time. Milan had a lucky first 
goal when Andrea Pirlo’s shot deflected 
in off Pippo Inzaghi. They were also 
fortunate with their second goal. Perhaps 
if the Reds had been more positive early 
on and pushed Milan harder when they 
were on the back foot it would have been 
a different story. But they didn’t pressure 
the Italians enough. 


While Rafa Benitez’s plan of playing 
two wide players was effective, Jermaine 
Pennant and Bolo Zenden are not of 
the quality that will win trophies at the 
highest level. Neither are the Liverpool 
strikers that they are meant to provide the 
quality crosses to. In his three years in 
charge, Benitez has yet to bring in some 
proven firepower up front. In fact, in his 
tenure no one knows what team he will 
send out next. Benitez’s constant changes 
of personnel, formation, rotation and his 
tinkering can be brave at times. But this 
is not the way the successful teams are 
run. Football teams work best when 
the players are secure in their overall 
shape. The difference between Claudio 
“The Tinkerman’ Ranieri’s inconsistent 
Chelsea and Jose ‘The Special One’ 
Mourinho’s Champions speaks for 
itself. 


Rafa Benitez will have to make some key 
decisions, including the deployment of 
Steven Gerrard and stop using a world- 
class midfielder as a utility player. On 
the wing one week, a central midfielder 
the next, and on occasion a second 
striker. What is clear from this result is 
that the Liverpool owners Tom Hicks 
and George Gillett will have to address 
these issues when Benitez asks them to 
spend big this summer, in order to create 
a Premiership winning side. 


Following the World Cup win in 2006, 
Italy has once again shocked the football 
community. Milan gave some wonderful 
performances; in the quarter final at 


Bayern Munich and in the semi-finals 
against Manchester United. They are 
deserved winners. 


So, is the Premiership still the best 
league in the world? It doesn’t seem true 
any more. It certainly holds some of the 
richest clubs, with the ‘Big Four’ being 
owned by foreign billionaires. With 
three English teams in the semi finals of 
the Champions league, and Spurs doing 
well in the Uefa Cup, I had expected to 
see an English team winning a European 
trophy this year, but at the end... it was 
one from Spain, the one from Italy.

GOLDEN BALLS 
BACK FOR ENGLAND! 


David Beckham has been recalled 
to England’s squad for their forthcoming 
matches against Brazil and Estonia. 

Beckham’s international career 
looked to be over when he was dropped by 
England coach Steve McClaren following 
last year’s World Cup, but the Real Madrid 
midfielder has earned a surprise return after 
impressing for his club in recent weeks. 

The 32-year-old former England 
captain is likely to win his 95th cap in his 
country’s friendly against Brazil at Wembley 
on Friday. McClaren’s team then travel to 
Estonia for a crucial Euro 2008 qualifer on 
June 6. 

That Estonia clash was uppermost 
in McClaren’s thoughts as he decided to 
bring back Beckham. England must win 
in Tallinn if they are to keep alive their 
hopes of reaching the Euro 2008 finals and 
McClaren knows his job could depend on 
the result. 

“We’ ve gota very big game coming 
up,” McClaren said. “We need to win and I 
have to pick a squad capable of doing that. 
That’s why I’ve included David. 

“[’ve looked at David over recent 
months and since Christmas his form has 
been very good. I think he can help us win 
against Estonia. 

“As time has gone on I felt we 
needed experience for the Estonia game. 
David provides that and he’s in very good 
form. The team needs that. 

“It is my decision and it is the 
decision I think is best for England to 
produce a winning team that the fans can be 


proud of.” 

It is 288 days since McClaren 
marked his arrival as England manager by 
dumping Beckham in an attempt to distance 
himself from his predecessor Sven Goran 
Eriksson’s - to whom he was assistant - 
reign. 

The move was widely praised at 
the time as Beckham had consistently failed 
to influence matches at the World Cup and 
European Championships. 

When Beckham announced in 
January that he had agreed to join American 
Major League Soccer team LA Galaxy at the 
end of the season, it seemed he was calling 
time on his career as a top level player. 


But 


McClaren’s 
desperate bid to get England’s Euro 2008 
qualifying campaign back on track has led 
the beleagured boss to swallow his pride 
and turn to Beckham. 

Whether Beckham will stay in the 
squad once he leaves Real Madrid remains 


increasingly 


to be seen and McClaren said: “That’s in the 
future, we’ve got to win in the short term, 
and concentrate on the next 10 days. 

“David comes as David Beckham 
the player, that’s what we want. We want 
him on the field doing what we know David 
can do. 

“He was absolutely delighted 
as I knew he would be. He’s been a total 
professional and he’s coming into form at 
the right time.” 

Beckham’spresence overshadowed 
Michael Owen’s return to the squad for the 
first time in almost a year. The Newcastle 
striker has finally recovered from a knee 
injury, suffered during the World Cup in 
Germany, that kept him out for nearly the 
whole season. 

Owen played in England’s ‘B’ 
international against Albania on Friday and 
David Bentley and Reading’s Nicky Shorey, 
who also impressed in that 3-1 victory, have 
been rewarded with first call-ups. 

Joe Cole is also back after injury, 
but Tottenham winger Aaron Lennon 
is likely to have to withdraw from the 
squad after suffering a knee injury against 
Albania. 

There is no place for Preston’s 
David Nugent, who scored in England’s last 
match against Andorra. 

Ashley Cole, Gary Neville, 
Andrew Johnson, Micah Richards, Owen 
Hargreaves and Ben Foster are all sidelined 
through injury, while Wayne Rooney is 
suspended.
